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3 ïeei long, being, as already mentioned, only 11 feet wide* The 
recesses, thus formed in the centre of the doorways, add very much 
to their architectural beauty* The view from this doorway of the 
next court of the temple is very magnificent* This court îs 90 feet 
long and 113 wide, and was ornamented with twenty-eight columns, 
a single row on each of the north, southj and east sides, and two on 
the West, being the side opposite to the entrance* There are now 
seven of these columns standingj wkh the bud-shaped capîtaL I 
observed a slight différence in their dimensions, but tliey are of 
the purest Egyptian architecture ; their circumference is 19 feet 4 
inchesj and intercohimniation 6 feet 5 inches. Few more striking 
vîews are presented rn any part of the valley of the Nile than the 
first entrance from the second propylon into this court. 

Plate XLL is taken from this p<wt, and will, I trust, give 
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the reader a correct idea of the magnificence and exquisite archi¬ 
tectural beauty of this temple. Five columns appear in tliis 
view, detaclied fiom each other, proud monuments of the 
power and greatness of the Egyptian conqueror Amunopli IIL, 
who erected them, and whose name and tîtles are engraved in 
hieroglypliics on their sliafts. They bear also the name of the 
great divinîty Am un R a, to wliom the temple was dedicated, 
The remains of many of tiie columns are lying on tlie ground; 
the roof is gone ; and oiily one pièce of architrave remaîning, 
supported by one of the most beantiful and perfect of the 
columns. The architectural forin of these columns is more hglit 
and élégant than almost any specimens of the same kind in Egypt j 
at the same time witliout losïng that character of grandeur and 
severity, so much in unîson with its situation* The background 
to this view (as vvill be seen in the Plate) is the trackless desert,— 
a vast yellow océan, bouiided only by the liorizon, vvîtboiit an 
em in en ce, or eveii hillock, visible to relieye the eye ; and tbat tide 
üf sand which never ebbs, drlven on continiially by the prevailing 
strong winds froni the north, and particularly the norlh-west, beats 
against the temple, and daily encroaches on its remains* On the 
east side, at a short distan ce from the ru in, towarcis Llie Nîle, Isis 
seems still to extend her protection, and a luxuriant and beautifui 
végétation flourishes ; but on the other sides Typhon reigns in 
gloomy solitude, and the traveller tunis with delight from the con¬ 
templation of tlie bleak and dreary wildeniess, to the élégant and 
rnagnlficent work of art which adonis its margin* 

Plate XLII. is a view T made which shows ail the seven 
columns whicli remain in this court.* Waddington speaks of

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tlie rûd tints of the sandstaiie ; there arc a few, but very few, the 
«erieral coloiir being itiucîi whitcr tîiaii tliat of any Egyptîan or 
Ethiopian min I bave seeiî. I was în doubt whetlier to consider 
it as arenarious limestone, or saiidstone ; but tlic spccimens I 
bîou^bt to LiigLuid fiave beeu decided to bo sandstone. Th© 
Ixickground of tbis view, uoiisisting of the river and distant liills, 
is very pretty. Tlie view h taken from the last existing room ; 
and the reader vvill perçoive to tbe right, in the foregrotnd, the 
fragment of a column ou winch is one of the représentations of prb 
Süuers which adoni ail the columns of that room. l’he next court 
is rnore destroyed ■ yet there are sufficient traces of tfie columns 
to show precisely vvhat the plan, lias beeii. It is of the same 
idth <is the last couit, and /8 feet long j and wauS ornamented 
with two rows of column s on tfie nortii and South «ides, and on 
the east and west with one oniy; \n alf thirty-two, The eircum- 
feieiice of cacli is 17 feet- but iiot one of them îs standing. 

Ihe next chamber, wliich was appareutly an intermediate 
room leading to the sanctuaries, conta ins the remains of twelve 
coin mus, of which now only one remains perfëcL The capital is . 
of a fonn generally considered as Ptolemaic, but we hâve here au- 
thority for calÜng îtEgyptian, It represeiits branches of the palm 
tieej and near the base of these columns there is some interesting 
sculpture; a number of prisoners, represented with their headsand 
busts restiiig on turreted ovals, containing the nam es of the conn tries 
w lien ce they corne ; and, to signify that they are prison ers, their 
hands are tied together behind their backsj in the usual Egyptian 
manner, tîght above the eJbows, causîng a pain fui and unnatural pro¬ 
jection of the clie^sL The prison ers on the columns on the n orth side 
of this room bave heaids and hair; and some, withoiit hair, appear 
to be old men. flieir features are fine, and bave very little of the 
Negro casL On the opposite side, the prisoriers represented are 
y outils with their liair tied in a kriot a little below the crown of 
the head, and hanging down aîrnost to their shoulders. These 
hâve very rnuch of the Negro features, widc nostrils, thick lips, 
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îind high cheek-bones* I copied tlie names of thîrty-eight of these 
provinces : the only one I could make ont was that of Mesopo- 
tamia, in liîeroglyphics. 

On the column în tliis room which still préserves its capital, 
is some sculpture, in a good style, representing the king presenting 
offerîngs to Honsoo, with the globe and short liorns for a head- 
dress* The remaîns of the temple extend a himdred feet beyond 
tins room ; so tliat the entire Icngth. of the édifice must hâve been 
about 540 feet, and the number of columns with which it was 
adorned, and whose situation can now be accurately ascertained, 
is eighty-four. There niusc, however, hâve been .a greater 
number ; for among the confused piles of stoue which are stated 
above as extending a himdred feet beyond this room, I found soine 
fra^^niients of columns 3 feet în diameter. (Plate XLIIL is taken

Irom this end of the temple.) Thîs is also an extremely beautiiul 
point of view ; but altliough not even a smail stone is oniitted, and 
notwitbstanding the temple is so ruined, the reader will perceive 
that there is no cxeess of shapeless masses of stone to spoil the 
eftect of the splendid architectural remains of the édifice. The 
column I hâve desci'ibed with the Ptolemaic capital is the most 
promineiit object in this view; but the picturesque groupiiig of the 
coluiïins of the great court is finel}>' exhibited from this point. 

On the door leading from the first great court into the second, 
the hing is represented with a staff in his liancl, addressing Amun 
lia, who bas the usual sceptre of the gods. Above the latter is 
the king presenting ofterings to a divinity, the hieroglyphical titles 
of which are not legible -, but the wings of the goddess of truth 
are visible, liehind the second propylon, there has been some 
very interesting sculpture, but it is now scarccly perceptible ; the 
figures were apparently only one foot high. One piece I copied, 
which had some of the liîeroglyphics remaining j but above this 
ï could ouiV distinguîsh the divinities with the attriljutes of Horus, 
Tlioth, Anubis, Osirls, and Amun Ra, to whom the temple is 
dedicated* Thîs sculpture is in basso relievo. It is much to be 
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
